Tba  civil  suit  in  th*  Leavitt-stout- II 
burgh  diamond  ring  cu»e,  at  which 
tuucb  bus  brou  said  iu  the  popero,  w»ts 
tried  id,  Newark  on  Monday  before  Judge 
Fort.  The  riug,  valued  at  Si. 600,  the 
property  of  Mis.  F.  A.  Leavitt  of 
Orange,  whs  given  in  pledge  by  her  hus¬ 
band  to  Mr.  E.  R  Htnutcuburgh  of 
Newark,  aa  security,  fur  a  loan  of  $175  to 
Mr.  L-avitt.  Two  inotitba  after  the  loan 
waa  made,  Mr.  Stoutaubtirgb  demanded 
liia  money,  threatening  lo  aell  tba  ring 
unleas  he  was  paid.  Mr.  W.  A.  Free¬ 
man,  Jr,  of  Bloomfield,  as  a  friend  of 

8 r. ‘Leavitt,  advanced  the  money  tp  M». 

ootepburgb,  aud  became  the  holder  of 
the  ring  from  the  latter  aa  security.  Mr. 
Freeman,  immediately  after  receiving 
the  ring,  discovered  that  The  diamond 
waa  an  imitation  atone.  Upon  storing 
thin  am)  showing  tba  ring  to  Mrs.  Lea¬ 
vitt,  site  declared  that  Mr.  StouteDbargh. 
since  he  received  it.  had  changed  tbe 
etoee  in  tbe  ring.  8be  then  canned  his  ar¬ 
rest  for  laroency.  he  furnishing  bail  to 
appear  before  tbe  Grmul  Jury.  s£r. 
Freeman  brought  a  civil  suit  against 
Mrs.  Leavitt  for  the  recovery  of  bis 
money  upon  tbe  ground  that  bo  was  to 
teceiya,  upon  her  order,  from  Stouten - 
burgh,  a  diamond  ring,  bnt  that  a  paste 
one  was  given  bim  instead.

Judge  Fort  gave  a  decision  in  favor  of 
the  defendant,  with  coats.
